During the next stages of life after Stanstead our students ' lives will be marked by 
further challenges and they will be judged, assessed and measured against peers on 
a regular basis. That’s life. But it is perhaps the unexpected events in life that will 
likely test them the most - whether they are positive opportunities, personal 
tragedies, or simply tough decisions. I sincerely feel we have prepared our students 
well for this reality, for one reason in particular - the power of personal connection. 
I am not thinking about having connections. Rather, I mean being connected - 
feeling a sense of “connectedness”, because ours is a small school which provides 
each and every student with an opportunity to make friends, to be involved, to know 
teachers, advisors and coaches well - to be valued and acknowledged. Small 
classes, close and regular contact make a substantial difference in students’ lives. 
No one here gets lost in the shuffle of some huge educational bureaucracy. Our 
students matter as people and that is how they are treated. In fact, connectedness 
is not simply some vague, warm fuzzy feeling. Not at all, it is the key factor that Ned 
Hallowed, one of America’s most influential psychologists, is urging school 
leaders to pay attention to today. Connectedness is a genuine sense of feeling part 
of something larger than yourself - being welcomed and being able to make a 
meaningful contribution to one’s community. Why does this matter at school? 
Because recent large-scale scientific studies have shown that a true sense of 
connection at school is one of the two greatest predictors of good physical/mental 
health and overall happiness and success, especially for young people. Evidence 
shows that this is actually more important than high test scores or being ranked the 
top three in anything. 

So if it a sense of connectedness that counts, 1 believe we have completed 
a very good year on many fronts at Stanstead College with students feeling a sense of support and encouragement from a very caring 
faculty. Our academic programme continues to respect differences and promote excellence. The integration of technology, AP 
courses at the senior level, support for second language learners are important indicators of how we are handling the classroom 
component of student learning. Several prominent speakers through the Forum Lecture series have complemented and enriched our 
formal curriculum. 

Ath leticaily . broad involvement, promotion of the team ethic and a deep appreciation of the value of sportsmanship matter here. 
Our significant number of championship teams and individual accomplishments for a small school and a sense of pride in the red 
and white reflects something special at Stanstead. This magic is something I am frequently asked about by other school Heads when 
we meet. 

In terms of Student life - clubs, community service, outdoor education and a host of different social activities have become 
an important part of the fabric of our school. In November we were fortunate to open a state-of the art Student Centre that has become 
a wonderful resource for the whole school community. The presence of Mr. John Colby as guest of honour on that day underscored 
to me the value of continuity and the rich history that we share as we approach our 130th birthday. 

I am also pleased to report that our school’ s “Strategic Plan -2001” was accepted by our Board of Governors last June and has 
acted as an important administrative roadmap for our school this year. Many elements of that plan have already been implemented 
and it will continue to provide guidance for our school as we move forward over the next three to five years. 

But perhaps more than any single development this year, it was the events of September 1 1th that will be most memorable, 
A certain North American innocence died on that day. Those of us who work in schools are reminded about the importance of the 
special place of education. More than ever we are acutely aware of the value of freedom, the love of family and the enormous 
privilege of our students living and learning in a closely-knit multicultural community of 19 nationalities. Gaining a broad cultural 
awareness as well as a genuine sense of belonging are the greatest gifts that students can be given. These are the aspects of a Stanstead 
education that we should celebrate and protect and never take for granted.

Six Year Club 
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Peter Ashworth 



During the 1971-1 972 school year 1 was, at the time, in my 3rd year as the House Director of Colby 

House. Stanstead was a boys only school and Colby House was home to 87 boys from Grades 9-12 50 

lived on the 4th floor and 37 on the 3rd. We didn't have assistant house directors in those days so I was 
basically on duty every evening, including weekends, for the entire school year and after 3 years I had had 
enough. I had actually tried to get out the year before but the headmaster at the time asked me to stay on 
until he could at least find someone that could do the job. Then in the Spring of 1 972 the headmaster told 
me that he had found someone he felt would be an adequate replacement and that this person had been 
offered a contract. Before this new guy would sign his contract however, he wanted to know a few things. 

R f JHKt I one of which was the layout of the partment where he would be living. I drew up an amateur floor plan 

with all kinds of measurements and the headmaster sent it off. Sometime later 1 found out that the “new 
guy” had agreed to his contract and subsequent to that I received a thank you note for the floor plan that 1 
had done for him. The note was signed Peter F. Ashworth. Little did 1 know at the time the friendship that 
would develop between Mr. Ashworth and myself over the next 30 years and the impact he would have on 
the Stanstead College Family. 

If I were to ask you (as students) what words came to mind when I mentioned Mr. Ashworth, some of 
you might describe him as a physics fanatic or a math maniac. Some of you might say he was a great 
advisor or a great teacher. Some of you who know him better might even add that he was very passionate 
about the welfare, success, and happiness of the students who attended Stanstead. 

If 1 were to ask former students the same question, I can assure you that not only would they agree with 
you but would add a few more things such as, “I would never have made it through Stanstead College if it 
hadn’t been for Mr. Ashworth” or, “1 never passed a mathematics or physics course in my life until I had 
Mr. Ashworth as a teacher” and. many Stanstead graduates that I know would more than likely change 
your words from “great” advisor and “great” teacher to best advisor and best teacher. 

If I were to ask members of the faculty (either past or present) to describe what they thought of when I mentioned Mr. Ashworth you would most 
definitely hear an incredible list of compliments directed at his all around contribution to Stanstead. But you might be surprised to learn that some faculty 
would also have thrown in references to such things as firefighting, electricity, and the Big Brothers' Association of Canada. 

As you know, Mr. Ashworth is retiring from his 30 years full-time connection with Stanstead College. I want to take a few minutes of your time to fill 
you in on his career in education and to recognize him for dedicating the majority of his life to our school. During the years that Mr. Ashworth was still 
involved in firefighting, students and staff affectionately gave him the nickname of “Smokey” but this name more or less disappeared over the years and 
was replaced with what most of us call him now. simply “PFA". By the way. did any of you ever wonder about Mr. Ashworth’s middle name? About 
what the “F” stood for in Peter “F” Ashworth? Me too. 

Believe it or not, Mr. Ashworth started out as a child. He was born in Montreal in the middle of the Second World War. He completed Grades 1-4 at 
Roslyn School in Westmount, Quebec before heading off to boarding school at, are you ready for this, Bishop’s College School in Lennoxville for Grades 
5-9, learning a lot about boarding school life in the process, and completed Grades 10 and 1 1 at Westmount High School. (The Concordia University in 
Montreal that most of you are aware of was only founded in 1974 as the result of a merger between what was then Loyola College and the only other 
English university in Montreal besides McGill, Sir George Williams University.) Following high school Mr. Ashworth enrolled in the Bachelor of 
Science program at Sir George Williams University where he completed 2 years of his degree. 

While in university Mr. Ashworth worked in the summers as an apprentice electrician and decided to take a year off from school to pursue his interest 
in electricity. The following year he returned to Sir George where he ran into a former math teacher of his who also happened to be on the faculty of 
Selwyn House School in Montreal. He convinced Mr. Ashworth to do some tutoring and this led to Mr. Ashworth taking a full-time teaching job at 
Selwyn House. He was 22 years of age, earning the staggering salary of $4000 a year, and was very content to be fully employed and living with his 
parents in Westmount. Following the death of his father in 1967 he and his mother moved to Dorval and it was here that Mr. Ashworth would be 
introduced to what would become another of his passions for many years to come, firefighting and rescue. After much training he became a member of the 
Dorval Fire and Rescue Unit and. in conjunction with the Boy Scouts, was able to inaugurate a junior firefighters program that he would later introduce at 
Stanstead College. In fact, during the years Mr. Ashworth has been at Stanstead he was a lieutenant in the Stanstead Fire Department for 4 years, a 
captain for 5 years and deputy chief for yet another 5 years. The junior firefighters program he began at Stanstead was actually our first real involvement 
in community service. About 30 students overall participated in the program and they attended practices and did the same work as the regular firemen. 
There was even a special code on the school bells and students would leave class immediately whenever a fire call came in and often they were in the 
front lines until the full compliment of adults arrived. Many of the firemen and on lookers too found it rather interesting when they arrived at the scene to 
see young men wearing shirts and ties under their fire coats. And, if a fire call came in during the middle of the night or the wee hours of the morning, the 
House Directors would drive the students to the fire. On a personal note, my son was in Mr. Ashworth’s advisee group white he attended Stanstead and he 
became a very active member of this group. Mr. Ashworth’s passion certainly rubbed off on him as today, while he is not a fireman, he is enjoying a very 
successful career in emergency rescue and emergency medicine in Colorado. Both he and I are very grateful for the encouragement and guidance Mr. 
Ashworth gave to him. 

After 5 years of teaching at Selwyn House Mr. Ashworth moved to Guelph, Ontario to continue his university education. Knowing by this time that he 
definitely wanted to pursue a career in teaching he enrolled at the University of Guelph, not in science as you might expect, and graduated instead with a 
degree in Sociology and Child Psychology. In Guelph he joined the University of Guelph Fire Department to help pay his way through university and was 
also introduced to another organization that would bear witness to Mr. Ashworth’s dedication to helping others, the Big Brothers’ Association of Canada. 
He became actively involved in this association by not only taking on a “little brother” of his own but by becoming a casew orker assigned to the welfare 
of 10 families. His role with the Big Brothers Association led directly to his working with the local police departments and the juvenile courts where, in 
his own words he "received one of the best educations I could ever get.” Incidentally, Mr. Ashworth’s “little brother” moved out west and they lost 
contact with each other until they were recently reunited after Mr. Ashworth found out that he had moved back to Guelph. Mr. Ashworth was more than 
pleased to learn that his “little brother” had gone on to have a very successful career and marriage. 

Then, in 1972. Mr. Ashworth signed a one-year contract to work at Stanstead College. He had already made plans to work in the Registrar’s Office at 
the University of Guelph beginning the following September and was only looking for a one year teaching position to fill the void. Well, as they say, the 
rest is history as its 30 years later and Mr. Ashworth is still with us. Stanstead College became Mr. Ashworth’s adopted home and a school that he came 
to love. In Mr. Ashworth's words, “In the past 30 years it has been a privilege and a pleasure to be part of a strong team of dedicated teachers who have 
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taken Stanstead College from having a poor reputation to a school that is talked about well in many comers of the world.” 

As a product of the boarding school system, Mr. Ashwordt was well aware of the work and dedication required to make a meaningful contribution to 
the students and the school and during his years here he has worn many hats. While he has done far more than I could ever list here, please allow me to 
outline the highlights. He was the House Director of Colby for 1 year when it was a senior boys residence and for the next 8 years as a dorm for junior 
boys. For a number of years our Junior School was operated somewhat apart from the Senior School and during that time Mr. Ashworth was both Director 
of the Junior School and the Junior School House Director. His experience and dedication to residence life led him to becoming the Chairman of the 
House Directors Committee at the school, a position where he offered his expert advice and support and counseled younger and newer faculty in the 
nuances of residence living. And talk about dedication to residence life, you will be amazed to learn that, including both Colby and Bugbee residences, 

Mr. Ashworth was a House Director for 1 9 of his 30 years here. He went on to become the Dean of Students, the Dean of Boys, and is currently the 
school’s Senior Teacher. As a teacher he is best known for math and physics where Mr. Ashworth will stop at virtually nothing in order to make you 
succeed in spite of yourself but for a number of years he also taught the Introduction to Technology and First Aid courses in Grade 9. 

Residence life, administrative roles, and teaching play a major part in the life of a teacher at Stanstead. But athletics do too don’t they? Perhaps you are 
wondering if Mr. Ashworth ever coached at Stanstead and the answer is. you betcha! From 1972-1984 Mr. Ashworth coached the bantam hockey team 
and with great success. At one point his team was playing in 3 separate leagues and were playing close to 40 games a year. He won back-to-back 
championships in the local league involving teams from both Canada and the United States, coached the first Stanstead College bantam team to ever 
defeat Alexander Galt, and earned more than 100 victories in his coaching career. And. win or lose, Mr. Ashworth’s teams had a great reputation for both 
their outstanding positional play and good sportsmanship. 

One of Mr. Ashworth’s greatest legacies to the school might well be the result of his takeover in 1984 of the “Spectrum”, the school’s yearbook. 

Within two years of his taking over he had completely changed the entire yearbook from a mediocre production of less than 100 pages with parts of the 
school year missing into the yearbook we are now so proud of at Stanstead, a book of over 200 pages featuring the history of the entire school year, 
coloured photos, an entirely new look, and even winning acclaim for several of the cover designs. It will certainly be a challenge in the future to maintain 
the .standards he has set down in the yearbook office. 

Most of you know that Mr. Ashworth has an apartment in Bugbee House but you may or may not know that his main residence is a beautiful home 
located on Lake Memphremagog in Newport, Vermont and where he spends his summers. While there he met and became good friends with some 
neighbours from New York, a Mr. and Mrs. Iggy Darson who had owned a cottage on the lake long before Mr. Ashworth moved there. As it turns out 
they had a daughter. Sue, who Mr. Ashworth met for the first time in 1976 and on July 23. 1983 they were married. For those of you who have the good 
fortune to know Mrs. Ashworth you will know that she is an extremely friendly, kind, generous, and warm-hearted person with a delightful sense of 
humour. Its not surprising that Mr. and Mrs. Ashworth are married in that they have both dedicated their lives to helping others. Mrs. Ashworth travels all 
over Vermont to help students who have learning disabilities and handicaps and to work with the teachers who are helping them. It’s also not a surprise, 
then, that in 1992 Mr. and Mrs. Ashworth took in a foster son, Robert, who was 10 years old at the time. Robert had severe dyslexia and they were told 
that he would never graduate from high school. You’ll be happy to know that Robert, against all odds, did in fact graduate from North Country Union 
High School in Newport, Vermont in June of 2001 and Mr. and Mrs. Ashworth have expressed that they “will be forever grateful to the team of educators 
at North Country Union High School for helping Robert to succeed.” And you can only imagine the support that Robert got from his foster parents. 

I asked Mr. Ashworth to take some time and think of a couple of significant changes that he has seen during his years here. He barely hesitated and 
told me that ( 1 ) refusing government grants to allow the international flavour of our school to continue and (2) returning to a co-ed status were the two 
things that immediately came to his mind, both of which he fully endorsed and truly believes have helped the school tremendously. 

When asked if he was looking forward to retirement I got an emphatic yes! When asked if that would be the end of his association with Stanstead 1 
received an emphatic no! Mr. Ashworth has agreed to continue working in the school archives and will more than likely do some tutoring in the evenings. 

We jokingly refer to the students at Stanstead who have been here for 6 years (Grades 7-12) as lifers. Well, it took Mr. Ashworth 30 years, but at the 
Annual Baccalaureate and Prize-Giving on June 22nd he will also be among those finally graduating from Stanstead College. Now that's a lifer! Words 
can never adequately say enough when anyone has devoted their life to a school and its students but on behalf of everyone seated in this room and the 
legions of students and parents who have had the good fortune to have had their lives touched by Mr. Ashworth. I salute you and thank you. You have 
been the epitome of the word dedication and for all of your years of going far above and beyond the call of duty for your adopted home, I wish you and 
Sue the very best in your retirement. I don’t know how you as students feel about Mr. Ashworth but I will tell you this. There are many, many people 
connected to Stanstead College who are proud to say that Smokey. or PFA, or Mr. Ashworth is their friend. Oh, I almost forgot, are you still wondering 
what the middle initial “F” stands for in PFA? I will now unravel the mystery it’s FIELDEN!
